Many persons appear to be more or 
less sceptical as to the necessity of 
even the advantage of continuing the 
campaign of thrift and saving now 
that the war is over. A few of the 
reasons chiefly from a national point 
of view, for the continuation of this 
policy, and, incidentally, for promoting 
the investment in thrift stamps, may 
be stated. 

In the first place, though the war has 
ended so propitiously for the Allies 
and., therefore for _ Danada;, the very 
heavy national outlay involved in our 
contribution towards the present safe¬ 
ty and future freedom of civilization 
is far from being paid for Apart from 
the heavy taxation required to grad¬ 
ually liquidate the enormous increase 
in the national debt, the war .still en¬ 
tails a very great and even increasing 
outlay of many millions annually for 
interest on the war debt and pensions 
for soldiers who served in the war and 
their dependents. To meet these un¬ 
avoidable requirements and to resume 
the normal activities of peace, many 
of which were more or less crippled or 
even suspended during the war period, 
the country must continue to raise 
even more in the way of additional 
taxation than was obtained from the 
various war taxes during the actual 
duration of the conflict. If, therefore, 
there was necessity for economy and 

thrift during the war period theey are 

* 

at least quite as essential both now 
and for several years to come.

VIGOROUS REPLIES TO 

W J CHRISTIE’S LETTER 


(We have been requested to pub¬ 
lish the two following articles in reply 
to the W J. Christie letter, which ap¬ 
peared in these columns last week. 
The request for this reply comes from 

two of our citizens one of whom re-

quested the publication of the first 
letter. We have no hesitation in pub¬ 
lishing both sides of the question, and 
feel confident that our readers are as 
well able to judge the matter as w 
are-Editor) 


On the question of averages at the 
terminal elevators, The Winnipeg Tel¬ 
egram, and also W. J. Christie, a well- 
known Winnipeg financial man, who 
was at one time a director of The 
Winnipeg Telegram have been Con¬ 
ducting a campaign against the Unit¬ 
ed Grain Growers, and have accused 
the company of plundering the farmers 
The fact that five other terminal ele¬ 
vators (including the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment terminal) had larger gross 
overages and higher percentages than 
the farmers’ company is not mention¬ 
ed by these two apostles of virtue. 
They direct their attack against the 
farmers’ company. Why? Neither of 
of them state that the Board of Grain 
Commissioners has ordered all over¬ 
ages above ane-quarter of one per 
cent, to be held foor confiscation by 
legislation- It would not help their 
case to tell these facts. Neither of 
them have eexplained either that the 
United Grain Growers have expressed 
their willingness to have the govern¬ 
ment confiscate all the ooverages if, 
at the same time, the government will 
give them a guarantee against short¬ 
ages. Neither of them have stated 
that the United Grain Growers have 
expressed the opinion that if the gov¬ 
ernment audit shows terminal earn¬ 
ings too high, that the tariff charges 
should be reduced. It does not suit 
either The Telegram oor Mr. Christie 
to give an honest statement of the 
case. 

Mr. Christie recently joined a local 
Grain Growers’ Association in Man¬ 
itoba and attended the district Grain 
Groowers’ convention at Portage la 
Prairie, on February 28.. Before .an 
audience of 350 grain growers he was 
given permission to indulge freely in 
his attacke upon the United Grain 
Growers, which he did most viciously. 


Nearly two weeks ago 
sent a letter to The Winnipeg Tele¬ 
gram replying to their attacks upon 
himself, but up to the present time 
(March 7) The Telegram has not pub¬ 
lished Mr. Murray's letter. Apparent¬ 
ly The Telegram does not believe in 
"publishing the truth. The whole 
question of terminal tariffs and over¬ 
ages is long, involved and technical. 
The Uniteed Grain Growers have pub¬ 
lished a pamphlet giving the facts on 
the question and will be glad to send 
a copy to any person requesting it. 

During the past ten years, The Tel¬ 
egram has held the journalistic record 
for mean and untruthful attacks upon 
either the Grain Growers’ Company, 
the Grain Growers’ Association, or the 
Grain Growers’ Guide. It has noo 
hesitated to stoop to the dirtiest tac¬ 
tics in journalism. Twice in recent 
years The Telegram has come out 
under “new management.” But 
whether under “new management” or 
has not changed its spots. Why does 
under “old management” the leopard 
has not changed its spots. Why does 
Telegram attack the orqanized farm¬ 
ers? If the Telegram will give its 
readers a few facts about its history, 
i|S ownership and its financial sup¬ 
port, we believe that the nigger in the 
woodpile will be apparnt. Who are 
Messrs Davidson and Smith, who are 
announced as owners of the telegram? 
What other newspapers do they own, 
and how did thy make their money? 
Who is putting up the money to meet

For some time The Winnipeg Tele¬ 
gram has indulged in vicious attacks 
upoh the United Grain Growers Ltd., 
which it has accused of robbing the 
past record, and has little regard for 
either truth or decency. The Tele¬ 
farmers, and the same journal has also 
been attacking The Grain Growers’ 
Guide- In attacking the organized 
farmers, The Telegram is true to its 
past record, and has little regard for 
either truth or decency, The tele¬ 
gram charges J. R. Murray, of the 
United Grain Growers’ Ltd. with ap¬ 
pearing before the Board of Grain 
Commissioners, asking for changes in 
the terminal elevator tariffs, so 'that 
the farmers’ company could take 
heavier toll off the farmers.

The fact is, that the Board of 
Grain Commissioners, in September, 
last, without consulting either the or¬ 
ganized farmers or the grain trade 
put out an order for reducing the al¬ 
lowance for wastage in cleaning at 
the terminals from one per cent, of 
the gross weight of a car to one per 
cent of tfce gross dockage. It was a 
stupidy ruling, considered from an 
standpoint, and no member of the 
board has ever even suggested that 
grain could be cleaned for this reduc¬ 
ed allowance, Even the Dominion 
Government elqvatoor, operated by the 
Grain Commissiooners themselves, ig¬ 
nored the new ruling for the first two 
months of the year- Mr. Murray 
pointed out to the board the stupidity

Mr. Chip- 
man said that he regarded both Mr. 
Christie’^ attack and the Winnipeg 
Telegram attack purely as political 
dodges, and that The Guide would 
answer The Telegram when the time 
was ripe.

The observance of Sunday in Mani¬ 
toba has hardly yet settled into any¬ 
thing which can be described by a 
general term, sufficient in itself, as 
When we speak of an ‘old-fashioned 
English Sunday, of a Scotch Sabbath’ 
The first homesteaders mostly settled 
in groups, linked by ties of nationality 
or former neighbouring in the older 
provinces of Canada, and they brought 
with them the custome and ideals of 
their old homes.

Not quite so 
regular in their ehurch-gooing—a lit¬ 
tle more latitude in Sunday visiting— 
more thrifty than most of the Old 
Country English in their farming, but 
open-hearted and open-handed if a 
neighbour had ill-luck on his farm oor 
sorrow in hos home. A strain of 
Orangeism ran through most of them 
thopg'h softened and modernized in 
the younger generation by the broad 
ening influences of Western life—still 
here and there- you woud run across 
an old-timer from some backwooods 
settlement who preserved all the ran¬ 
cour and bitterness of ithe feuds of 
his youth, when a twelfth of July free 
fight with the Black Irish was a re¬ 
trospect to New Year’s and ah an¬ 
ticipation to the next anniversary of 
the glorious victory of the Boyne. 

Sunday at the Dingle followed the 
old Leicestershire Rectory pattern as 
far as Mrs. Enderby ’s influence and 
circumstances would allow—morning 
service every other Sunday at the little 
English church a mile or two away, to 
which everybody went, ahd from 
which they returned to a cold dinner.

CROP ROTATION FOR 

DRY FARMING 


By M. J. TINLINE, B. S- A. 

Supt. Scott Experimental Farm 

In a report for the season of 1917 
there is included a bare summary of 
the results secured on some 25 Illus¬ 
tration Stations, located in S.W. Sas¬ 
katchewan and S.E. Alberta. In this 
Report a comparison is made between 
alternate summerfallow and wheat 
with two crops of wheat and then 
summerfallow. These stations are op¬ 
erated by farmers under the super¬ 
vision of an advisor connected with 
the Experimental Farms. Careful re¬ 
cords are kept of the cost of each of 
the operations necessaryfor crop pro¬ 
duction- The results are only for one 
season but it is interesting to note 
that 23 out of the 25farmers report 
the cost of production to be less where 
the two crops of grain are grown bet¬ 
ween summerfallows than where the 
plan of alternate summerfallow and 
wheat is used.

a comparison is being made between 
two crops Sof wheat and then fallow 
with a rotation arranged as follows: 
Wheat, Wheat, Oats (seeded down to 
Western Rye Grass) Hay, pasture, 
Summerfallow. The average yearly 
profit per acre from three year rota¬ 
tion is $4.08 and from the six years 
rotation is $5.30. One reason for this 
is wheat grown after breaking up the 
Western Rye Grass sod has on an 
average given $3.00 per acre more 
than where wheat has been grown on 
ordinary summerfallow. 

Any farmers who are short of hay 
down a part of their farm to grass 
and breaking up again after taking 
off a couple of crops of hay.

Though the specific restrictions on 
borrowings abroad are now practically 
removed, yet the desirability of con¬ 
tinuing to supply the capital needs of 
both governments and corporations 
from within Canada itself is quite as 
vital since the war as during it. The 
extensive war profits incidental to the 
production of munitions and oil other 
supplies of an urgent nature during 
[ the war period, are coming to an end. 

■ Many of the new industries arising, 
instead of subscribing largely to cap¬ 
ital funds, will themselves be calling 
for capital in common with many other 
industries and corporations which 
were more or less out of the maret 
funds, as we have seen, should come 
from within Canada but will require 
more largely in future to be derived 
from smaller savings rather than 
sion of partiefpaticn m. -the capital, 
supply of the country makes for eco¬ 
nomic and social stability and a more 
intelligent interest in theefficient ad¬ 
ministration of nationel enterprise. 

It is not desirable that the needs of 
the Dominion Government should cur¬ 
tail the capital fund for general econ¬ 
omic reconstruction and new develop¬ 
ments, Further, small investors have- 
not the knowledge and experience re¬ 
quisite to make wise investments in 
the general interests of the country. 
Morover, it is noe practicable to make 
small and frequent investments in 
these lines. It is absolutely safe, how¬ 
ever, and perfectly practicable to make 
small investments in the national 
funds. If, therefore the small invest¬ 
ors in sufficient numbers and with suf¬ 
ficient frequency will furnish the Dom¬ 
inion Government from their personal 
savings with a considerable propor¬ 
tion of the additional funds which it 
requires, either to meet new obliga¬ 
tions or cancel maturing claims, the 
larger savings available for invest¬ 
ment may be devoted to the supply of 
the industrial capital of the country. ,
